Take now the current inter- 
est in mint U. S. That seems to be 
pretty active.

“Charley, a lot of my friends have 
collected those silly things, but I nev- 
er could understand the interest in 
them. Why, they’re not even postage 
stamps Charley, and collecting them 
can’t possibly be pure philatelic inter- 
est.

Nothing that has ever been printed 
in this paper has attracted the atten- 
tion and interest that has _ been 
aroused by the series of Stamp Calli- 
fication Charts which have been pre- 
pared by Mr. Reid D. Macafee.

Calvin Coolidge 

Representative Charles A. Plum- 
ley, Representative from Vermont, 
took the first steps on July 22, 1935 
toward recognition of the late Calvin 
Coolidge when he introduced Joint 
Resolution 361 in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which was worded as fol- 
lows: 


Joint Resolution 
Authorizing the issuance of a special 
postage stamp in honor of ex- 
President the late Calvin 
Coolidge 


“Resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That the Postmaster General 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to have prepared and issued 

a special postage stamp of the denom- 
les of 3 cents, of such design and 
for such period as he may determine, 
commemorating the eminent services 
of the late Calvin Coolidge, ex-Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

“Sec. 2. There is hereby authorized 
to be appropriated such sum as may 
be necessary to carry out the provi- 
sions of this resolution.” 

It is interesting to note that Repre- 
sentative Plumley in his letter to the 
Postmaster General, requesting this 
stamp issue, says “that of the now de- 
ceased ex-Presidents of the United 
States who have held that pre-emin- 
ent office since 1869, only two have 
been neglected in so far as the honor- 
ing of their memory through the is- 
suance of a United States postage 
stamp, either general issue or memor- 
ial issue, is concerned. These two ex- 
Presidents, strangely enough, were 
Vermont born; one being Chester A. 
Arthur, the other Calvin Coolidge.” 


Michigan Commemorative 


Further items of interest concern- 
ing the issuance of the Michigan 
stamp November 1, are that Lansing 
is to be first day city, and that the 
Michigan State Historical Society and 
the Commission sponsoring the stamp 
have been requested to submit designs 
they would like to see on this com- 
memorative. Until these designs have 
been submitted and models made at 
the Bureau there will be little further 
news about the stamp. 

Lansing, being capital of the State 
is a logical first day city, but we won- 
der why Detroit was not included as 
a sister first day city, as Detroit was 
the first capital of the State? Detroit

Further Printings? 


Your correspondent read in some 
contemporary stamp paper that a 
further printing order has been sent 
to the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing calling for an additional supply 
of San Diego stamps to the extent of 
25 million, Reading news like that in 
another paper, made us rather wonder 
why we had not received the same in- 
formation, so in rather a disgruntled 
spirit we called upon the Superinten- 
dent of the Division of Stamps to find 
out “How Come!” To our surprise, we 
were informed that the original print- 
ing order of 75 million each still holds 
good for the San Diego commemora- 
tive. Naturally we were pleased, that 
after all, we had not been overlooked. 
But it is too bad the rest of the coun- 
try has had time to read that a fur- 
ther printing had been ordered, when 
such news apparently was some mis- 
take or misinterpretation. The order 
for 75 million of the Connecticut also 
is still holding, no additional printings 
seem necessary. 

Another item that has reached 
print, with more or less justification, 
is the publishing of two 3c plate num- 
bers as having been prepared for use 
with the electric eye perforating de- 
vice. Our statement as published in 
Linn’s of July 27 is correct, in quoting 
the plate numbers as announced by 
the Director of the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing. The misinformation 
published elsewhere as to preparation 
of 3c plates for electric eye printings 
was brought about apparently through 
a typographical error, as the first list 
sent out from the Bureau carried that 
information. However, when the mat- 
ter was brought to Mr. Hall’s atten- 
tion, a corrected list followed close on 
the heels of the wrong one and in 
most cases was received in time to 
keep the erroneous report out of print. 
So, please note that those two plates 
of 3c denomination, numbers 21373 
and 21374 of the 1932 series, sent to 
press on June 14 were NOT made for 
use with the electric eye.

The collection of Cacheted covers 
has attracted a lot of interest in stamp 
collecting. It is a fact that a lot of 
people who have recently been attract- 
ed to Philately have first been in- 
trigued by the Cover Craze of some 
sort. 

A collection of Cacheted covers of 
some special line of events is of in- 
terest in a historical way and the col- 
lection can be commended as one wor- 
thy of much merit. 

However, there should be some 
standard for covers of this type and 
some method by which a collector will 
know that the cover he is sending for 
is one worthy of his collection. 

It is to be regretted that there has 
been too many covers that have been 
sent out that have no attraction in any 
way and are merely made by stamping 
a few lines of rubber type or a plain 
rubber stamp imprint on an envelope. 

The latest we have noted is that 
one for the New East Lansing Post- 
office at East Lansing, Michigan. 

Doubtless the sponsor of this cachet 
felt that he was doing a favor for 
those who sent for it but in our esti- 
mation, the hobby of collecting cachet- 
ed covers would grow much more pop- 
ular and would have a longer life if 
covers of this type were never offered 
to collectors. 

Besides lacking interest in any way, 
the copy before us is so horribly hand- 
stamped that it is partly illegible. 

As a final suggestion we would rec- 
ommend to all who choose to sponsor 
a cachet that if they can not put out 
an attractive illustrated one, they will 
be doing a favor to all collectors by 
offering none at all. 


No More Zeppelin Issues 


In order to dinieate competition 
on the South American Air Mail route, 
the “Lufthansa” and “Air France” 
have signed an agreement whereby 
each concern will have a weekly ser- 
vice and in the future the Graf Zep- 
pelin on its fortnightly journeys will 
carry only passengers, freight and 
newspaper parcels.

Now come newspaper 
clippings from Califor- 
nia, where Paul Rodgers 
ef Altoona, Pa., was arrested for de- 
frauding stamp collectors through the 
mails. Young Paul is but 16 years of 
age, a happy looking bright eyed 
youngster who let his ambitions and 
his lack of Philatelic knowledge get 
the best of him. 

Paul had a collection which he 
claimed was worth about a thousand 
dollars, he got the “bug” to be a deal- 
er and run advertising offering mate- 
rial which he did not possess and at 
prices so ridiculously low that any 
stamp collector who knows his stamps 
should have known were prices lower 
than any dealer could sell for. 

However Rodgers claims to have 
received orders from his various ad- 
vertising to the amount of $3000. He 
claims that he sold out of some things 
which he offered and then journeyed 
to New York in an effort to replenish

I his stock and found that the stamps 
he needed to fill his orders could not, 
| be bought as cheaply as he had of-. 
'fered them. 

With this crisis at hand young 
Rodgers hopped off to Florida and 
then to California. On his travels he 
used many aliases and attempted to 
have mail forwarded, all the time try- 
ing to insert more advertising and 
trim more collectors. 

The pity of it all is that within ten 
days after the printing of his first ad- 
vertisement, Postoffice Officials were 
advised of the matter and were solic- 
ited to check up on the party, being 
told that the racket he was working 
was one that had been worked before 
and that a bit of inquiry into the mat- 
ter would expose the whole scheme 
and nip it in the start. 

Had this been done by the Post- 
office Inspectors, young Rodgers could 
have been saved from going to the 
lengths he has gone to and many col- 
lectors would have been saved from 
loss. 

We have never been able to under- 
stand by what rule Postoffice Inspec- 
tors work. It seems that the policy 
of this branch of the service is to sit 
still and watch a man rob a bank and 
then try to catch him after he gets 
away rather than prevent him from 
robbing it in the first place. 

Sufficient evidence of Rodgers’ ac- 
tions and intentions was in the hands 
of Postoffice Inspectors within ten 
days after the appearance of the ad- 
vertising which netted him most of 
his money and just a little investiga- 
tion by Officials would have stopped 
the whole racket and would have 
saved this youngster from the dis- 
grace that has been allowed to heap 
upon his head. 


THE A. P. S. In the last issue of 


BALLOT the American Phila- 
telist, Official Journal 
of the American Philatelic Society, 


there appeared a printed list of two 
tickets for the offices of the society. 
This list, we believe was genuine, we 
believe that the names on the two 
tickets were all there in proper man- 
ner and that having been nominated, 
the proper investigation was made to 
see if each of the candidates on both 
of the tickets were eligible for the of- 
fices for which they were nominated. 

We can think of no reason why any 
of the persons on either of the tickets 
were ineligible unless through some 
oversight their dues may have been in 
arrears. Regardless of that fact or 
for whatever reason, the names of 
some of these candidates have been 
omitted from the official ballot of the 
society which is now in the hands of 
the members. 

Inasmuch as both tickets with all 
names were printed in the American 
Philatelist and thus recognized by the 
society as regular nominations, we

Congressman R. B. Fitzgerald of Dayton, Ohio, 
an ardent stamp collector, can claim credit for this 
handsome stamp. The 150th anniversary of the sur- 
render of Lord Cornwallis to Washington at York- 
town, Va., was to be celebrated there in October, 
1931, and Mr. Fitzgerald was one of a celebration 
committee appointed by Congress. He called attention 
to the fact that we had honored Polish and German 
allies and said that the French should now be also 
honored, so the stamp appeared with portraits of Count 
de Rochambeau and Admiral de Grasse in addition 
to that of Washington. 


The 2c—Washington, de Grasse & Rochambeau— 
was issued October 19, 1931, flat plate, perf 11, un- 
watermarked. It is officially recorded in carmine rose 
and black and runs into seven different shades, bright 
carmine to dark lake. Washington’s portrait is from 
the one by John Trumbull owned by Yale University. 
Those of Rochambeau and de Grasse are from en- 
gravings in the Library of Congress. 


There were two printings of these stamps, first in 
sheets of 100s, cut to 50s and with straight edge, 
but so much difficulty was found in centering the por- 
traits that the panes were placed 25mm. apart instead 
of 3mm. and perforated on all sides. There is a 
scarce double transfer and a number of minor varieties 
of little importance. 


22,691,400 were printed from the first layout, and 
2,315,000 from the second. On the first there were 
used red border plates 20461 to 65 and 20478 to 88, 
with black plates 20470, 72 to 77, 20504 to 12 and 
20597 to 20602. 


On the second layout the red plates were 20646 
to 49 and 20668 to 71, with black plates 20650 to 
53, and 20656 to 20667. 


First day covers are officially from Wethersfield, 
Conn., where Washington conferred and planned with 
his French allies, and Yorktown, Va., the place of 
the surrender, but the stamps were sent in advance 
to many postoffices with orders not to distribute them 
until October 20th. These orders were disregarded 
and many prior-dated covers exist. 


The Bicentennials 





The approach of the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of George Washington led to a philatelic furor. In 
December, 1924, a Washington Bicentennial Commis- 
sion was created by act of Congress and soon after 
preliminary work was begun on a set of stamps. There 
were many suggestions from philatelists. A series of 


scenes from the life of Washington; view of Mt. 
Vernon, Washington on Horseback, Crossing the Del- 
aware, etc., etc. Designs with pictorial views were 
actually prepared in the Bureau, but the series of 12 
stamps finally carried only pictures of Washington at 
different stages of his career. “They all appeared on 
January 1, 1932, rotary press, unwatermarked and 
perf. 11 x 10%. 


First day covers are officially only from Washington, 
D. C., but as distribution of the stamps to postmasters 
was begun in the preceding November a good many 
pre-dated covers resulted. 


The %c—Washington at 25—is recorded in various 
shades of olive brown. The picture is claimed to be 
from the Peale miniature in the Metropolitan Museum 
of New York, but it may be from an engraving by 
J. de Mare in Irving’s “Life of Washington.” 


There are several minor varieties but the only prom- 
inent one is the broken circle under the left “14” of 
stamp 8 in the upper right pane of plate 20560. Minor 
varieties of this stamp and balance of the series are 
well described in the Specialized Catalog and the King 
& Johl book. 


87,969,700 of the stamps were issued, from plates 
20559, 20560, 20605, 20629, 20698 and 20699. 


The 1lc—Houdon Profile—is in green of several 
shades, with many small but no important minor vari- 
eties. The picture is from the lifetime bust made by 
Houdon in 1785, now in Mt. Vernon, and considered 
Washington’s most accurate portrait. 


1,265,555,100 were issued, from plates 20561 to 
62, 73 and 74, 20654 to 55 and 90 to 93;; 20714 to 
15, 39 to 42, 47, 66, 75 to 76; 20831 to 32, 35 to 36, 
39 to 40 and 43 to 44. 


The 1%4c—Virginia Colonel—is from the earliest 
known portrait of Washington by Peale, now in the 
Washington & Lee University. It is in a number of 
shades of brown, with many minor varieties but no im- 
portant ones, unless the long brown marks resembling 
a letter “P”’ may be so considered on stamp 38, upper 
left pane of plate 20634. 


304,926,800 were issued, from plates 20632 to 35 
and 20678 to 20681. 


The 2c—The “Athaneum Portrait’”—is from a pic- 
ture painted by Gilbert Stuart at Germantown in 1796, 
now in the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. ‘The stamp 
is recorded in carmine rose, with several shades and 
a very large number of small minor varieties. 


4,222,198,300 were issued, from plates 20555 to 56, 
77 to 78 and 83 to 84; 20630 to 31, 44 to 45, 84 to

The U. S. S. Honolulu (No. CL 48) 
will be a light cruiser of approximate- 
ly 7,050 tons and will be built by the 
Navy Yard, Brooklyn, New York. This 








ship will be the first U. S. Naval ves- 
sel to bear this name. Tentative keel 
laying date is September 12, 1935. 
Destroyer 375 Named 

The Secretary of the Navy has 
named Mrs. D. L. Selfridge of Straf- 
ford, Pa. as sponsor for the U. S. S. 
Selfridge (DD-375) named in honor of 
the late Rear Admiral Thomas O. 
Selfridge, U. S. N. 

No definite launching date has been 
set for the destroyer but she is ex- 
pected to be launched about Septem- 
ber 1, 1935 at the plant of the New 
York Shipbuilding Corp., Camden, N. 
This vessel was authorized by Con- 
gress June 16, 1933. 


U. S. S. Semmes— 
No Longer a Destroyer 

On July 1, 1935, the identification 
class of the U. S. S. Semmes was 
changed from a destroyer to “Auxili- 
ary Miscellaneous” and her number 
was changed from DD-189 to AG 24. 
This is due to the fact that the Sem- 
mes is now an “experimental” ship 
within the definition of the London 
Treaty of 1930. 


U. S. S. Arizona—20th Anniversary 

1935 is the 20th anniversary of the 
Arizona’s launching. The U. S. S. 
Arizona is flagship of Battleship Di- 
vision 2 and is commanded by Cap- 
tain G. M. Baum, while Comm. §S. S. 
Payne is her executive officer. Her 
keel was laid March 16, 1914 at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard and she was 
launched June 19, 1915. 

The Arizona is 608 ft. long, has a 
draft of 27 ft. 7 in. and a displacement 
of 32,600 tons. Her rated speed is 
20.7 knots. Her main armament con- 
sists of 12, 14 inch guns in 4 turrets. 
Her secondary batteries are 12 5 inch 
guns and 8 5 inch anti-aircrafters. The 
Arizona flys the flag at Rear Admiral 
George Pettingil. 

The ship was commissioned October 
17, 1916 so according to existing 
treaties she becomes over age in 1936, 
but recently the ship was modernized 
at a cost of several million dollars, 
so she will not be retired. 


U. S. S. Fulton 


Our good friend J. N. Lawrence, 
states that the U. S. S. Fulton will 
definitely not be placed back into 
Commission. Collectors who have 
covers from this ship are lucky. It 





was in eastern waters and before the 
fire last spring was not used generally 
for cachets.
